General Instructions for Planting. 


Strawberries should have good soil. Any soil that will produce a 
good crop of corn or other cereal will grow strawberries. A southern 
or eastern exposure preferable. Prepare ground as early in spring as it 
will work in good condition, and set the plants in rows three or three 
and one-half feet apart by fifteen to eighteen inches apart in rows. Ev- 
ery fourth or fifth row should be a perfect flowering variety, to insure 
perfect polenization. A fact worthy of note is that Pistillate varieties 
as a rule are more prolificthan Staminate or perfect flowering varieties. 
Those marked (P) are Pistillates and need a Staminate variety to fer- 

tilize them. 
_ Raspberries, like Strawberries, should have good soil, and be set as 
early in spring as practicable in rows six feet apart and three feet apart 
in the row for field culture. 

Blackberries are treated the same as Raspberries. except the rows 
should be eight feet apart. Cultivation should begin early and planta- 
tions kept free from weeds. The runners should be kept off the Straw- 
berries until about the rst of July, and then let run. They will make 
plenty of plants and help the working till that time.

Fill up the hole with surface soil so that the tree will stand about as it did in the 
nursery after the earth has settled, except dwarf pears, which should be planted deep 
enough to cover the quince stock. upon which they are budded. two or three inches. 
Work the soil thoroughly among the roots, and when well covered tramp firmly. 
Set the tree firm as a post, but leave the surface filling (of poorer soil) light and 
loose. No staking will be required except for very tall trees. Never let manure come 
in contact with the roots.
